Georgia Aims Vote Restrictions At Negroes 

In a move to curb Negro voter registration, a Georgia 
legislative committee proposed that the State Constitution 
be amended to withhold voting privileges from anyone 
convicted of: 1) selling, possessing or manufacturing non- 
tax paid liquor; 2) child abandonment; 3) adultery; 4) 
false swearing; 5) dishonorable discharge from the armed 
forces; 6) common-law marriage; 7) failure to register for 
military service, and 8) being the father of an illegitimate 
child. One of the sponsors of the proposed legislation, 
Peter Zack Greer, told the committee “90 per cent of the 
Negroes in my county (Miller) could be convicted of big- 
amy and adultery if the grand jury and solicitor general 
desired to prosecute.”

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THE MYSTERY MAN OF CIVIL RIGHTS

In Mississippi, a Negro who talks about Negroes being 
equal to whites is considered “crazy.” But for 10 years, 
Arrington High boldly published and peddled in the state 
capital of Jackson a vitriolic leaflet called Eagle Eye 
(“America’s Greatest Newspaper Bombarding Segrega- 
tion and Discrimination”). Then, five weeks ago, the 47- 
year-old editor was arrested and thrown into a state men- 
tal institution. 

The sudden arrest stirred more controversy than any 
racial incident in Mississippi since the Till case. For 
“Eagle Eye” (High’s nickname), a snappy-talking civil 
rights warrior, had 
been whacking Missis- 
sippi race conditions 
for so long with im- 
munity that hundreds 
of sharecroppers 
made a weekly habit 
of lining up on his- 
toric Parish St. to buy 
the 10-cent editions of 
“lowdown on_ white 
folks.’’ He liveda 
charmed life in a state 
where even the 
NAACP is forced un- 
derground. Even 
whites cautiously ap- 
proached him after 
he turned down a 
white cop’s money for 
a paper with the sim- 
ple dismissal that he 
“wasn’t selling to 








At Mound Bayou mass meeting, High . x 
was militant racist. whites today. 
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“Eagle Eye’s” divorced wife, Sarah, with their four children, 
believes him sane, and is leading fight for his release. 


However, when “Eagle Eye” was hustled away, not a 
single Negro leader rose up to challenge his detention. 
The only apparent reason for the confinement was “Eagle 
Eye’s” sizzling campaign against a house of prostitution 
in a respectable Negro residential area. Spiced with inti- 
mate details of “young Negro girls being auctioned off to 
prominent white men,” his searing articles harped: “If 
white men can go to bed with Negro women, why can’t 
Negro children go to school with white children?” Widen- 
ing the scope of his exposé, “Eagle Eye” criticized Gov. 
J. P. Coleman and Sen. James Eastland for permitting 
such a disgrace, declaring the place “would not last in a 
white neighborhood as long as a bubble in the hot sun.” 

Still, not one person in Jackson believed “Eagle Eye” 
had “gone off his rocker.” From behind bars, he told visi- 
tors: “This is politics. I’ll be out as soon as my white folks

And his backers fig- 
ured it would be best to get him off the street before he is 
killed.” 

The latter statement, perhaps, is the key to the mysteri- 
ous case of “Eagle Eye,” who rose from the status of a con- 
vict (he spent five years in Mississippi Prison for fraud) 
to the inner circle of Dixie’s civil rights leaders. Loved by 
some, hated by others, “Eagle Eye,” nevertheless, became 
the most outspoken man in Mississippi. In guarded words, 
Negro leaders spoke of wily espionage agents worming 
their way into the heart of militant Negro groups, then

tipping “off white folks.” High’s crusading newspaper, 
they conjectured, was “the front” to mislead Negroes. 
For months, civil righters shadowed “Eagle Eye.” Aides 
trailed him to various White Citizen Council offices. They 
learned at the Jackson hotel, where he had a $17-a-week 
room, that he received telephone calls telling him to 
“eatch certain flights” to scenes of tension or trouble. 

The first hint of “defection” came when “Eagle Eye” 
volunteered to guard a Negro home, which was under 
attack. On hours when “Eagle Eye” was on duty, the 
home was stoned and “Eagle Eye” never was in the usual 
waiting place. Years before, Jackson businessmen nabbed 
by Internal Revenue agents for tax violations, often found 
High in downtown offices. 

“Eagle Eye” always boasted that he was immune from 
attack because his father was a rich white man. It turned 
out that his father, now deceased, was white Joe Lilly, a 
railroad man. The fact that High worked for years as an 
investigator for downtown lawyers gave even more weight 
to reports that he was an undercover man for whites. 

However, “Eagle Eye” was 
never one to discuss his back- 
ers. He’d usually dismiss such 
queries with: “Money is not a 
problem.” Or when _ asked 
about the two well-dressed 
white men who frequently 
visited him, he would insist 
they were FBI men. 

Today, in Mississippi’s less- 
tense state capital, “Eagle 
Eye’s” ex-wife seeks to win sup- 
port to secure his release from 
the asylum. But stepfather 
Solomon High shakes his 
head: “I never thought he did 
any good. After allI wouldn’t @& 
want him tocallme the things Said

Says Race Tension Hampering Dixie Labor Unions 

A whiplash of racial prejudice, taking on a more potent 
sting because of recent events at Little Rock, is paralyzing 
AFL-CIO efforts to set up labor unions in the South, ad- 
mitted Franz Daniel, an organizing official in Washington 
last week. “They’re beating the heil out of us down 
there,” sighed Daniel, even though the union has more 
organizers (80) assigned to Dixie (where half of the na- 
tion’s 26 million unorganized workers live) than any other 
area. Typical items: 

@ In Madison, N. C., Sharmay Hosiery Mills officials sent 
letters to employees, warning that unions are “pouring 
out money... collected in dues ... to bring about inte- 
gration.” Result: the union lost the election. 

@ In Ore Knob, N. C., Appalachian Sulphides, Inc., work- 
ers were told Negroes would take over their jobs even 
though only one Negro lived in the county and he worked 
in a motel 20 miles away. Result: the union lost 70 to 46.

During summer training, 
nobody could stop this elusive Chicago Bear half- 
back from Florida A. & M. He appeared to be the 
greatest Bear since George Halas—and George only 
owns the club. But since the National Football 
League season began he’s been boxed in by alert op- 
ponents, injury, jealous teammates and, perhaps, a 
reported coaching feud. 

Early in the year, Wilson was called “the great- 
est runner in football today.” Ironically, he very 
well could be just that. But he made a mistake 
of challenging his quarterback on signals, of an- 
nouncing that his ambition was to lead the 
league in rushing. Result: coaches and team- 
mates demoted him to the doghouse. Without 
blockers, boy, you ain’t running far! 

Last year, Davis signed with the Detroit Lions. 
He was an excellent athlete, but the Lions pushed 
him outside the cage, relegating him to the deep- 
freeze on half-salary.

Rumors Of Violence Spread As Troops Leave Ark. 

Rumors of impending violence circulated through Little 
Rock as the last paratroopers returned to their station at 
Ft. Campbell, Ky., leaving the preservation of order at 
Central High School to 900 Federalized National Guard 
troopers. On both sides of the integration controversy, 
attention was focused on the future—a time when Guards- 
men will be removed, and the nine Negro youngsters left 
completely unprotected. 

In other events: 

@ Mrs. Margaret Jackson, president of the segregation- 
ist Mothers League of America, told newsmen that a gang 
of 50 to 90 white boys is pledged to attack the Negroes 
when all troops are withdrawn. 

@ Negro students reported continued harassment at 
the hands of white pupils, but school officials discounted 
the reports and said it was “normal teen-age friction.” 

@ The last of 37 persons arrested for taking part in the 
September 23 violence were tried, with two men being 
found guilty, making a total of eight whites and seven 
Negroes fined, and 22 dismissed. The heaviest fine im- 
posed was $26, suspended, against an alleged leader of the 
white mob. 

@ Parents of the Negro children joined the school PTA 
and participated without incident, as Protestant and Jew- 
ish congregations in New Rochelle, N. Y., opened a drive 
to raise funds for college scholarships for the youngsters 
as “acknowledging our debt to these children of the 
South.” 


W. Va. College Prof Killed By Gas Heater Fumes 
Fumes from a bathroom gas heater were blamed for the 
November 18 death of a West Virginia State College his- 
tory professor, and the illness of another staff member 
who lived in an upstairs apartment. Dead was Dr. Luther 
Marion Fuller, 56, who joined the college faculty in Sep- 
tember. Herman B. Chapman, 54, was overcome by fumes.

Birmingham Board Floats Integration Feeler 

In Birmingham, 5,000 questionnaires were mailed to 
parents of white children attending two elementary 
schools and one high school to determine their feelings 
toward integrating the schools. The questionnaires ask, 
in part, whether parents think integration of the three 
schools would lead to serious disorders; if they favor inte- 
gration, and would they permit their children to attend 
integrated schools if they could not get a transfer to an 
all-white one. 


Claims Houston Ousting Negro School Supervisors 

After two of the three Negro supervisors in the school 
system sought transfers back to lower-salaried principal- 
ships, Dr. W. W. Kemmerer, minority member of the Hous- 
ton (Texas) School Board, charged the majority faction 
was deliberately trying to abolish the Negro supervisory 
staff. The board indicated it was necessary to use white 
supervisory personnel to bring Negro schools up to the 
white school levels. Said Kemmerer: “Somebody is put- 
ting pressure on them.” 
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Wi Zulus Arrive In U. S.: Debarking from Greek liner, New 
York, Zulu Professor Absolom Vilakazi of South Africa 
arrives in New York City to teach African studies at the 
Hartford (Conn.) Seminary Foundation. Vilakazi was 
accompanied by wife and five children. Family will settle 
in U.S. to escape inequality in South Africa. 





Texas Pro-Integrationist Filibusters 20 Hours 

In Austin, Texas, two bills authorizing the state attor- 
ney general to help local school boards fight Federal inte- 
gration suits and empowering the boards to close schools 
threatened with state or Federal troop control, were fili- 
bustered for 20 hours and six minutes by State Senator 
Henry B. Gonzalez. But both bills were passed by the 
State Legislature. Sometimes whispering hoarsely, Sen. 
Gonzalez said: “Before this session is over, we are likely 


to be inundated with an orgy of race bills... . All these 
bills stem from the same witch’s brew—hate at the 
bottom.”
